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WILLIE ELAM, 64, 
FORMER COURIER 
PUBLISHER, DIES 

Native Of Morgan 
Passes Sunday In 
Richmond Home 


Willie Elam, native of Morgan 
and former co-publisher of the 
Licking Valley Courier, died at 
his home in Richmond, Ky. Sun¬ 
day. He had been associated 
with the Richmond Daily Regis¬ 
ter for 18 years. 

Mr. Elam, widely known and 
respected here, had been in fail¬ 
ing health for several months of 
a heart and circulatory ailment. 

Born at Little Caney Jan. 2, 
1890, Mr. Elam was a son of 
James W. and Alice Wheeler 
Elam, members of pioneer Mor¬ 
gan families, and he was widely 
related in this county. 

Mr. Elam attended the West 
Liberty high school, Berea Col¬ 
lege and the State Normal Col¬ 
lege at Richmond. After gradu¬ 
ating at Richmond, he returned 
to Morgan and taught in the 
rural schools nine years and in 
the West Liberty school two 
years. 

In 1919 he became associated 
with Lon Hovermale in publish¬ 
ing the Licking Valley Courier 
here. He was manager of the 
plant for a number of years and 
during his managership the Cour¬ 
ier was expanded into a county 
weekly recognized as one of the 
best in this section. 

Universally respected, honor¬ 
able and trustworthy, Mr. Elam 
made legions of friends in this 
county before going to Irvine 
where he established the Estill 
County Herald. He went to Rich¬ 
mond in 1933 to join the staff of 
the Richmond Daily Register 
where he was a trusted employee 
until ill health caused his retire¬ 
ment several months ago. 

Mr. Elam marrid Miss Lucy C. 
Wells, daughter of H A. Wells of 
Licking River in 1915, and she 
and five children survive. The 
children are Mrs. Paul Burgess 
of Lexington, Miss Maxine at 
home, Drexel and James, both of 
Richmond, and Daniel B. of San 
Francisco, Calif. Also surviving 
are two brothers, Bascom of 
Licking River, and Edra of Cin¬ 
cinnati, and lour sisters, Mrs. 
Jesse Adams of West Liberty, 
Mrs. Hugh Hamilton of Irvine, 
and 'Mrs. Joe Fugate and Mrs. 
Anna Cates, both of Kings Mills, 
Ohio. 

He was a member of the First 
Baptist church of Richmond and 
of the Masonic Lodge there. 

Funeral rites were conducted 
in Richmond Tuesday by Dr. 
E. N. Perry and Rev. J. A. Mc- 
Clintock. Intermen! was in the 
Richmond cemetery with Ma¬ 
sonic rites at the grave.

Not only is the Cole Hotel a 
tradition in West Liberty, being 
the oldest business of continuous 
operation in the county, but its 
dining room had gained fame 
over a wide area. Here for as 
many years as anyone remem¬ 
bers. meals were served in fam¬ 
ily style with all guests seated at 
one long table: and the fare too 
had become traditional for its 
bountifulness, variety and qual¬ 
ity. Usually, as many as twenty 
dishes of food were placed on the 
long banquet table at mealtime. 

Guests enjoyed the bountiful 
food and the good fellowship 
around the table too.

Although he was born with the 
left leg missing from the knee 
and with the right leg only a 
little longer, Mr. Jackson had to 
drag himself to school and church 
without benefit of artificial legs 
until he was past 20 years old. 

Then he went to a crippled 
children’s clinic. After a little 
surgery he was able to stand 
erect—for the first time—on legs 
bought for him by the Kentucky 
Society for Crippled Children. 

"If it hadn’t been for the So¬ 
ciety,” Mr. Jackson has often de¬ 
clared, “I’d have ended up in 
some charity home just waiting 
to die, instead of having useful 
work to do and a good future 
ahead.” 


BACH FOR SENATOR 


(Copied from The Lexington 
Leader March 27, 1953.) 

J. Everett Bach, of Jackson, 
Breathitt county. Kentucky, filed 
With t h e Secretary of State, 
Frankfort, declaration papers for 
State Senator for the 34th Sena¬ 
torial district, composed cf Lee, 
Breathitt, Magoffin and Morgan 
counties. 

'Mr. Bach has served three 
terms as State Representative 
from the Breathitt-Lee county 
district. He is totally blind as 
result of his military service. 
During the 1952 session of the 
General Assembly he became the 
first blind man to act as Speaker 
of the House; during the time he 
acted, two bills were passed with 
him recognizing most of the 
members by their voices. His 
sons, William P. Bach, a veteran 
of World War II, a member of 
the Fourth Division of Marines 
and badly wounded on Iwo Jima, 
accompanied Mr. Bach at Frank¬ 
fort and acted as clerk of the 
House of Representatives while 
Mr. Bach acted as speaker. 

If Mr. Bach be nominated and 
elected State Senator, he will be 
the first blind man elected to 
this office in the history of the 
State according to several people 
who have checked the records. 

During the 1940 session Mr. 
Bach introduced and obtained the 
passage of the blind pension law 
known as the Bach-Scheban Act, 
and during his three terms has 
been successful in getting several 
bills and resolutions passed. 

Mr. Bach was a resident of 
Beattyviile for two years, em¬ 
ployed by the Beattyviile Coal 
Company und later with the Ohio 
& Kentucky Raiiroad, General- 
Offices, Cannel City, Morgan

County, Kentucky, and while 
there married Miss Josephine 
Wheeler. Their two children 
were born at Cannel City and 
this gives Mr. Bach a wide ac¬ 
quaintance in both Lee and in 
Morgan counties. 

With the large majority of 
votes he obtained in the 1951 
Primary, this speaks for itself of 
his popularity. 

His many relatives and friends 
are willing to do their best in 
nelping him to be the first blind 
man eelcted State Senator. 

From 1942 to 1949 Mr. Bach 
was connected with the Stokely- 
Van Camp Company, recruiting 
labor. During that time he hired 
ever 12,000 men and women for 
seasonal and year around work, 
arranging transportation, and sev¬ 
eral people are still with this 
company, working themselves in¬ 
to good positions.

STATE TO WIDEN 
INDEX HILL CURVE 


The Kentucky & West Virginia 
Power Company installed a new 
type street light of higher illum¬ 
ination on Main street Tuesday 
for a 15-day test. The light, in¬ 
stalled in front of the drugstore, 
is of 6.000 candlepower as com¬ 
pared to 2500 candlepower of 
present street lights, and it has 
special reflectors designed to light 
up the opposite side of the street. 

The city council will decide at 
its meeting Monday night wheth¬ 
er to have six of these higher 
potency lights installed on Main 
street in the business section. 
Cost of the better lights is only 
$5.10 per month than cost of the 
present lights. 


The State Highway Depart¬ 
ment moved a shovel from its 
district headquarters in F'emings- 
burg to Morgan county Wednes¬ 
day to commence widening the 
first curve on the Index Hill 
going west out of West Liberty. 

Raymond Gose, resident engi¬ 
neer, said approximately 1000 
yards of solid rock will be re¬ 
moved in order to double the 
width of the highway at the 
curve. The sector then will be 
surfaced and blacktopped. The 
job is expected to be completed 
in a week. 

Widening the road at this curve 
will lessen the hazard to motor¬ 
ists considerably. 

Mr. Gose reports also that work 
of grading and draining the 
Wrigley-Leisure highway, a dis¬ 
tance of 3 miles, will be com¬ 
pleted this month by the Ken¬ 
tucky Road Oiling Company. The 
highway tunnel at the Twin Tun¬ 
nels has been widened by cut¬ 
ting six feet from the left wall 
of the tunnel, giving a 24-foot 
clearance.

WEST LIBERTY. KY, 
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WHAT SHALL BE MORGAN’S ROLE 
IN THE INDUSTRIAL FOUNDATION? 


The answer may lie in the sage words of 
Norman Chrisman, Pikeville businessman and 
past president of the Kentucky Chamber of 
Commerce, who told the Morgan group at its 
Town Hall meeting, “You people here in Morgan 
have an even larger opportunity than most 
counties, in that your fine clay soil and the 
terrain of your land offer great opportunities in 
agriculture too.” 

And, actually that is true. Most of Morgan’s 
364 square miles is underlaid with limestone. 
Morgan, according tcf geologists, is in the outer 
limestone belt and its soil is deeper than in the 
Bluegrass limestone area. Drouths don’t hurt 
so much in Morgan as in Central Kentucky. 
Maybe that's why Morgan burley excells even 
Bluegrass burley in quality, and why our pas¬ 
tures stay greener here. 

All of which brings us to the conclusion that 
Morgan's future in economic advancement lies 
in two fairly plain parallel courses. First of all, 
continue burley tobacco and the green pastures 
and cattle-grazing program; then expand agri¬ 
cultural activities to include dairying, sheep 
raising, commercial poultry production, straw- 
beriies and sorghum molasses. Second, explore 
all possibilities of industrial development and 
establishment of processing plants for our agri¬ 
culture products and natural resources. 

Twenty-six hundred acres of burley require 
only a set number of workers; and cattle grazing, 
after the pastures and fences are built, will 
require relatively few attendants. Sheep-raising 
—too long neglected in Morgan—too, will require 
relatively few attendants, but dairying, poultry 
production, strawberry production and sorghum 
molasses can occupy the time of hundreds of 
workers. We mean producing grade-A milk 
when we say dairying; and we mean producing 
and marketing prime eggs and dressed poultry 
for the high price market when we say poultry 
production. We mean growing strawberries on 
a scale that will supply markets in* the big 
cities, now only a few hours from us. And when 
we mention sorghum molasses we mean produc¬ 
ing large amounts of this tasty Morgan product, 
canning and labeling it for retail sale. 
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Joe Asher, executive secretary of the Eastern 
Kentucky Industrial Development Foundation, 
spoke forthrightly at the Town Hall meeting 
here last week when he declared, “We must ex¬ 
plore the things we can put to work right now.” 

His words, we think, give the key to the role 
Morgan county can play in the new 14-county 
group. For Morgan and Elliott, unlike the other 
counties in the foundation, primarily are agri¬ 
cultural counties—not counties that must build 
up their agriculture, but counties that already 
have made farming pay. While there are no 
industries in either county, Morgan ranks 8th 
and Elliott 11th among the 14 in per capita in¬ 
come. 

Yet, as John W. Woods, Jr., Ashland banker 
and one of the prime personalities in organizing 
the 14-cour.ty group, stated at the first Town 
Hall meeting in Ashland last November, “Our 
people are moving away, going north every year 
to find employment which is not available at 
home, and it seems to me we must find some 
way to induce industry to come into Eastern 
Kentucky and utilize the productive labor we 
have here.” 

Morgan produces from 2 Vi to 2*£ million dol¬ 
lars worth of burley tobacco a year on its 2,600 
acres of alloted bases and is now pursuing an 
intensive green pasture and cattle-grazing pro¬ 
gram. Yet, this does not require all its labor 
force, for each year hundreds of our younger 
men go north to work in industrial plants. Many 
families have sold their farms and moved to 
cities. Also many Morgan college graduates and 
teachers have left for better-paying positions in 
cities. Thus, Morgan too is losing its productive 
workers and college-trained people. 

This poses the paradox that while Morgan 
already has made farming pay, ranking at the 
top in cash farm income in Eastern Kentucky, 
yet there is not sufficient work at home to utilize 
all its labor and talent. 


Add these and sheep raising to Morgan's to¬ 
bacco and cattle program and Morgan farmers 
can live as handsomely as farmers anywhere. 
And these will not only add cash to our farm 
income but will provide employment for hun¬ 
dreds more of our population, even youngsters 
at some seasons. 

Then, too, a large poultry production here 
would require a plant to process the poultry 
for market, trucks to haul it there, etc. Likewise, 
sorghum molasses would require a plant for 
canning and labeling, and perhaps a selling 
agent; at least the hauling of it to the many 
markets that need it and want it. Also an 
expanded dairying program like Morgan is 
capable of mounting, would require trucking 
routes, maybe a cooling plant or a cheese plant. 

For Morgan is one of the closest agricultural 
counties to several metropolitan areas. And now 
that work is expanding rapidly at the new 
atomic energy plant 20 miles north of Ports¬ 
mouth, Ohio, and several other plants are 


expected to be located in the Ohio valley from 
Huntington to Louisville, there will be an ever- 
expanding market for farm products—especially 
processed farm products like grade-A milk, 
cheese, canned sc^ghum, dressed and frozen 
poultry and fresh eggs, fresh and frozen straw¬ 
berries; even canned food, which might make a 
canning factory feasible here. 

As Mr. Asher pointed out, lack of a railroad 
is no great deterrent since most products are 
transported by truck. 

If more and more of rural America wants 
to go to industrial centers to draw weekly pay 
envelopes—and that has been the trend for many 
years—we here in Morgan can capitalize on that 
trend if we but plan to do so and then use our 
land, our labor and our talent as they are capable 
of being used. 

It will require some planning, some capital, 
some processing, some merchandising—but above 
all, it will require leadership in developing feas¬ 
ible programs and then united action of our 
farmers in cooperating with such programs. 

But Morgan has produced some of the best 
business and professional people for cities like 
Lexington, Mt. Sterling, Morehead and Ashland, 
and much of the labor and craftsmen for indus¬ 
trial cities like Middletown, Dayton and Fair¬ 
born, Ohio. Surely, we can find enough left at 
home to map and execute such a program. 
Probably some of our native sons would return 
to aid in such enterprise. Many of them, we 
know, want to come back home, anyway; the 
more so since Morgan now has surfaced roads to 
all rural areas, REA electricity and will soon 
have telephone service all over the county. 

This program is one that, like Joe Asher said, 
we can put to work right now. 


Knowledge is Power 


Then there is the parallel program. 

Exploring the possibility of plants to process 
our agriculture products and natural resources 
might include a number of projects. But, above 
all, we must be realistic. Let us not expect 
some rich corporation to set a big manufacturing 
plant down in Morgan, much as we might like 
to have it. Let’s look realistically to what we 
have that promises development. 

First of all, Morgan has a surplus of labor— 
people who have made records as steady, de¬ 
pendable and intelligent workers, capable of 
becoming craftsmen with short schooling, capable 
also of accepting responsibility. Briefly, the 
best type of workers anywhere. 

Also, Morgan has clay deposits, coal and 
hardwoods, produces the most burley tobacco of 
any county east of Montgomery, has electricity, 
256 miles of surfaced roads, and soon is to have 
rural telephones. These, plus our high-type 
citizenship, a plentiful supply of dependable 
labor, offer exceptional opportunities; and par¬ 
ticularly so in view of the fact that we now are 
only a few hours front" metropolitan centers. 

First of all, Morgan should have all of its 
coal seams tested for the new mineral. German¬ 
ium, worth $350 a pound, which the Pennsylvania 
Coal & Coke Company has found in Eastern 
Kentucky coal eight times more plentiful than 
any yet discovered, and which is found to some 
extent in all coal. This offers immediate possi¬ 
bilities, if it is found in sufficient quantities 
here. Testing our coal seams is the only way of 
determining this. Thus, this testing should be 
done at once and throughout the county. 

Next, perhaps, would be the possibility of 
utilizing the good clay and shale deposits found 
in three sections of the county. We are informed 
that tests of these deposits already have been 
made by geologists and that analysis of the tests 
are available. A ceramic plant or even brick 
and tile plants may be feasible if the clay is of 
the right type. At least, this natural resource 
should be examined and all possibilities for 
developing it explored. 


Then too, much of Morgan’s coal remains un¬ 
tapped. Big industries now are seeking not 
only germanium from coal but they also are 
paying higher prices for coal of the type used in 
making nylon, this being in great demand now. 
Thus, our coal also should be tested for its 
nylon-producing qualities. Nylon coal is worth 
much more than heating coal. 

Morgan’s six million pounds of burley, coup¬ 
led with Elliott’s IVz million pounds, Magoffin’s 
1V4 million and Wolfe’s 2 million add up to a 
total of 12 million. One-fourth of this produc¬ 
tion would be sufficient, we are told, to operate 
a tobacco warehouse profitably. 

Then our hardwoods can be processed here 
at home and the finished product sold to the toy 
industry which neds hundreds of thousands of 
beech and maple wheels and sides for toys. 
Hickory and ash might be sufficient to supply a 
small handle factory. 

This parallel program of establishing plants 
to process our agriculture products and utilize 
our natural resources can and should be carried 
on simultaneous with our expansion of agricul¬ 
ture. One complements the other. Blither of 
them will make our county better. But, together, 
these parallel programs can make of Morgan a 
veritable land of milk and honey. 


The Courier feels that organization of the 
Eastern Kentucky Industrial Foundation is the 
best move that could have been made toward 
developing our area and stopping the migration 
of our people to other states. It is a carefully 
planned effort to provide them employment at 
home. The Town <Hall meetings in each of the 
14 counties are focusing attention on the needs 
of each so that an overall program for develop¬ 
ment of the area can be worked out and definite 
and concerted efforts made for its realization. 

The Foundation is not a flash in the pan. 
Some of the region’s most successful business 
men and financiers are working for Its success, 
not only personally but also with their money. I 
Already more than $6,000 has been contributed 
to the Foundation’s treasury for a long-term 
program of work in developing our area. Mor¬ 
gan has contributed its share of the initial funds 
with a gift of $300 by the Commercial Bank 
here. Businesses and banks in. nearly every 
county are cooperating. 

This is the first time we have observed a 
proper attempt to help ourselves and to regain 
some of our lost opportunity.

ally the tides would come in early 
spring or some time in winter 
when the men would run the 
rafts down stream. Al! the work 
was hard and often dangerous 
and some times very cold. It re¬ 
quired hardened and tough men 
to do this job. 

Oars were built on the rafts 
and hard work was required to | 
keep the raft from bowing into 
the bank or trees and to keep it 
floating. Often it required some 
time to find a place in the eve¬ 
ning where the men could tie up 
the raft for the night. They 
would then wade out and walk 
to find a home where they could 
stay overnight. 

There were certain homes or 
places along the river where men 
could stay and often several men 
from different rafts would man¬ 
age to stop at the same place and 
spend thq night. It was at these 
places they often played jokes on 
each other and tell tall tales. 

One man who was raised and 
lived on White Oak stopped at a 
home where they had spitoons. 
He used tobacco and at home 
was in the habit of spitting in 
the fire or on the floor about the 
fire place. A small boy in the 
heme where he stopped noted 
that he was missing the fireplace 
so often he thought he would take 
the spittoon and set it on the 
spot where he spit and the man 
would have to change his d. ec- 
tion so as to miss it. Fin dly I.e 
said to the boy, “Sonny, if you 
don’t quit I’ll spit in your butter 
bowl.”

What might once have been con¬ 
sidered discords, when seen cor¬ 
rectly, actually become a part of 
the pattern of harmony. 

Marietta Crase of Jenkins, Ky., 
now a student at Morehead State 
College, comes to M. M. again 
with a free-verse interpretation 
of just such a rare harmonious 
moment. 

MOMENT OF COMPREHENSION 

There is no mocking bird’s 
song; 

No wild roar of the ocean; 

No furious beating of the wind— 

But God has put destiny in the 
very air. 

I can hear the tinkle of the 
cows’ bells 

As they graze in the pasture; 

The whisper of the leaves as 

The gentle wind stirs them. 

And far off in the distance some

Due By April 15th 

FRANKFORT, Ky., March 24— 
Approximately 400,000 Kentuci- 
ans will file state income tax 
returns by the April 15 deadline, 
according to Robert H. Allphin, 
State commissioner of Revenue. 
Last year about 360,000 persons 
filed returns. 

Single persons who made $1000 
in 1952 and married couples with 
a combined income of $2000 are 
required by Kentucky law to file 
state income tax returns.
